The New C'clueuui. 


The new Coliseum which 'a to be erected 


in Boston for Ibe International Peace Ju- 
bilro in June has been designed by Mr. 
Francis Allcii. Its ground, pliu will bo a 
parallelogram 8221-2 feel in length by 
4221-2 feet in widtb, measuring 347,500 
squire feet in area, or a IriSe less than eight 
acres'; being 322 feel longer and 122 wider 
tbau Ibe Coliseum of 1809, and containing 
more Iban double Ibe area of that Immense 
structure. Throughout Ibis space not a 
single post, pillar or support of. any kind 
will c!«lruet I ho view from end to end.— 
Tiic roof, consisting of a double system of 
aelf-sappnitiug trusses, will spring ma gen- 
tle curve direcilj from foundations con- 
structed on piles driven tbirty-fire feet into 
Jjie ground, Ibo two segments meeting at 
Iheridseand lormiuga graceful atcb, at an 
elevation "above the floor of 172 feel. 


Toe four principal entrance, In llic cen- 


tres of tbe sides and ends, will be inscribed 
with Ibe names ofllic four great continents, 
and bo appropriately decorated with nags, 
ualional emblems, e:c. Above eich will 
rise an elegant pavilion one hundred and 
twenty feet bigb, while similar pavilions, 
of less height, will be built at each of tbe 
four corners of Ibe slruclurc, giving beauty 
and syrnme-lry to tbe whole. 


Besides ihe principal entrances named, 


there will be on each side four, and on each 
end two minor entrances, all appropriately 
decorated. Each ot these will t* sur- 
mounted by a tower siily.eignt feet In 
height. A "monitor," sixteen feet high, 
willrunibe entire,lengtk of tho roof, af 
fordinp; ample ventilation. At each end, 
will rlsB a splendid tower two hundred ant 
sixteen feet hljjb, while tbe central -towe 
will reach Ibe enormous height of two hnn 
drcd.and tony feet, from the summit o 
wblcb will float the Banner of Universal 
Peace above the alandards uf all the nation 
oflheearlb, which will bo displayed upon 
different points of the superb structure.
